Before an audience that packed the 
lecture hall, at Leeds, England, Pro- 
fessor R. A, Millikan of the Univer- 
sity of California, described his late 
studies of cosmic rays. Professor 
Cocke, Swiss physicis Hess, Aus- 
trian, and Koehlerst, German, inde- 
pendently sent up measuring instru- 
ments in ballons to determine wheth- 
er rays came from the earth or the 
Millikan took up the work in| 
1923 and measured rays on Pike's 
Peak and in balloons at a height of 
ten iniles. The higher the instrument 
rose tthe more powerful the rays be- 
came, No doubt was left of the rays’ | 
cele al origin by Millikan’s experi- | 
ments of 1925, which attracted world: | 
wide attention,

of studies he and Dr, Cameron made 
in Bolivia last summer at altitudes

Churchill and Nelson 

West Coast Of Hudson Bay Possesses 
Only Two Large Harbors | 

In view of the rush of construction | 
to complete the Hudson Bay Railway | 
to tidewater and decision as to ter- | 
minal facilities, the following re- | 
marks dealing with conditions on the | 
coast affected, as taken from a report | 
published by the Natural Resources 
Intelligence Service, Department of 
the Interfor, Ottawa, on the resources | 
of the Hudson Bay Railway Belt and 
Hudson Bay, may be of interest. | 
“The only harbour facilities on the 
west coast of Hudson Bay suitable for | 
railway terminals are the natural! 
facilities of Churchill and the partial- | 
ly constructed harbour at *Fort Nel- | 


| son, 


“Churchill harbour Is completely 
landlocked by rocky points and con- | 
sists_of a relatively small lagoon 30- 
40 feet deep with %% square mile in 
which ocean going vessels can anchor | 
and with a bottom of hardpan filled 
with boulders. The channel approach 
is short and 2,000 feet wide, well in- 
dicated and with a depth of 60 to 100 
feet at the harbours’ entrance. The 
current is 5-6 miles per hour at ebb 
tide and’ the tide is uniformly 11-12 
feet at its maximum, the harbour be- 
ing approachable at allMts stages, but 
is closed by ice covering 7 months of 
the year, from November 18th to June 
19th on an Average. The river freez- | 
es about a month earlier. There is 
good anchorage and a vessel of 24- | 
foot draught can approach within 150 
feet of the east side of the harbour. 
Dockage could be easily added. 

“The roadstead of the Nelson River 


jhas been partially converted into an 


artificial harbour by the engineers of 


the railway. It is a V-shaped estuary | 


with a long and twisting approach 
1,200-3,000 feet wide, 17-20 feet deep 
at low water and 20 miles long and 


with natural exposed anchorage 
available some distance from the | 
post. The harbour works consist of a} 


17-span bridge 3,500 feet long lead- | 
ing from the shore to an artifictal | 
island paralleling the channel. The 
island is built of filled timber cribs | 
with docks. The anchorage will be! 
30 feet deep at low water and 50 at 


‘high water with a width of 300 feet. 


Tides range between 8 and 20 feet, 


‘average spring tides being 16 feet. 


“Floating ice, driven by tides and 
winds across the flats, will carry 
away buoys during August and after 
the 18th of October.

Duty On Ainetitan Publications 


Forty-Nine American Periodicals 
Declared To Be Dutiable 

Forty-nine American  perfodicals 
have been declared by the Canadian 
department of national revenue to be 
dutiable at 25 per cent. Hitherto, they 
have been entering Canada free of 
customs duty, as magazines. The per- 
jodicals run the whole gamut of 
thrill, romance and adventure from 
stories of the underworld to stcries of 
the screen, They tell tales of the 
dream world and unravel the myster- 
jes of crime. 

The dectsion, in its formal Jan- 
guage, holds that “periodical publica- 
tions, consisting almost wholly of fic- 
tion and not containing a reasonable 
umount of critical and descriptive 
articles, news items or articles rela- 
tive thereto or to current topics de- 
jelared to be not entitled to entry un- 
der tariff item 184 as magazines.” 

Tariff item 184 provides for free 
‘entry of magazines; periodicals, held 
‘not to be so classified, will come un- 
der dutiable items, ‘The forty-nine 
specified under the department's rul- 
ing will probably all now be classified 
as unbound novels and be dutiable 
under the general tariff—which is ap- 
plicable to the United States

A Buried Meteorite 


Expect Tp Find Platinum In Giant 
Meteor In Arizona 

Meteorlles have a vast new signifi- 
cance, The other day a drill was brok- 
en 600 feet underground in a test bor- 
ing in Canyon Diablo, Arizona, A sim- 
ple accident. Yet scientists of sev- 
eral countries are wondering just why 
that drill broke. Furthermore, a group 
of practical mining men believe its 
breaking signifies that their fortunes 
fire made—for they expect to find 
platinum in paying quantities at the 
600-foot depth. 

That is the latest chapter in the 
history of Coon Butte, or Meteor Cra- 
ter, where it Is belleved a gigantic 
meteorite buried {tself at some past 
time, The broken drill, declares Neil 
M. Clark in Popular Science Monthly, 
is the first positive indication that the . 
main mass of tho meteorite may havo 
been located. 

If actual mining, preparations for 
which are going forward, proves this 
to be the case, we shall have fresh 
evidence that truly we live in a haz- 
ardous and surprising world, since the 
very heavens can open and bombard 
us with “projectiles” weighing hun- 
tons.
